Sputnik, and our own Vanguard, I 
think we parents wonder what our world 
is coming to, so we should see what our 
young folks are up against. 
Do you parents b elieve that you can al- 


ways give an answer to your children and 
know that they have fully grasped the 
meaning? 1 don’t think so. 
Every mother and father knows that 
each child is a separate individual, each 
with different ideas and thoughts. We love 
each and every one of » our children, one 
no more than the other. 
There are prob lems for a parent to meet 
in the years of raising a family, some­ 
times small, other times large. We have 
taught our children that when they come 
up against something they do not under­ 
stand not to dodge it b ut to face it to the 
b est of their ab ility. 
‘All Of I s’ 
I think all of us at some time in our 
lives, prob ab ly mostly in younger years, 
met with .something that was really an 
ob stacle, b ut with the help and under­ 
standing of our parents we surmounted 
that ob stacle and were b etter persons b e­ 
cause of it. When one of my children came 
to me with a prob lem and were seeking 
the b est explanation I could give I hoped 
they understood. My prob lem was, did 
Lhey? 
Anything that needs thinking and work­ 
ing out is a prob lem, mathematics, or 
diagramming a sentence for an Plngiish 
le.sson. 
That is what I meant b y "6 prob lems 
and a catastrophe.” We all have a b ig 
prob lem on our hands sometimes in try­ 
ing to understand our children. I Iruiy 
hope everyone understands what I am 
trying to get across. 1 thank you all very 
much.

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Police Department Changes

Information Not 
Voluntary 


The p rop osed reorganization of the Police 
Dep artment is an issue to be ap p roached at 
this time with some reserv ations. It does 
not seem to be the moment for either hardy 
endorsements or stinging criticisms, but 
rather, a moment for serious consideration. 
It is not exactly d e a f as to how the p ro­ 
p osed changes hav e been or will be made 
insofar as orders from 
the City Council 
are 
concerned. 
A Council 
committee of three p lus 
~ one other Council mem­ 
ber ordered the reorganization into effect 
by June 1. If this is the last decision to be 
made in the matter, a mi.stake has been 
made. 
The 
decision 
was 
made 
behind 
closed doors and information on it was re­ 
leased with reluctance and not v olunteered. 
The entire City Council should p ass on 
this matter as it Is a most imp ortant one 
for the city of Lincoln. Secondly, there are 
questions to be raised in regard to some 
asp ects of the reorganization p lan. It would 
seem that the Council committee would hav e 
had more information on these asp ects than 
it has before it set the June 1 effectiv e 
date. 
The 
the demand for additional Council consider­ 
ation before the issue is officially settled. 
The reorganization would be p atterned after 
the p lan recommended by the Traffic Div i­ 
sion of the International Association ol 
Chiefs of Police. 
★ 
This p lan p laces greater emp hasis on 
traffic work than on criminal work. It in­ 
v olv es a number of changes in rank and 
duties of the p ersonnel of the dep artment. 
Basically, it strengthens the organizational 
setup by designating two assistant chiefs of 
p olice in p lace of one as is p resently the 
case. 


It then div ides four div isions, p atrol, de­ 
tectiv e, traffic and serv ice, between these 
two assistant chiefs. This is a more exp an­ 
siv e organization than the dep artment now 
has. To use this organization calls for more 
p ersonnel at p olice headquarters. 
Tnless 
additional p ersonnel are hired, this would 
mean bringing men in off of existing beats 
to fill newly created p ositions. 


★ 
The p lan would also change the arrange­ 
ment and number of shifts. There would he 
three traffic div ision shifts of eight hours 
each and two criminal div ision shifts of 
eight hours each. The p resent criminal di­ 
v ision shift which op erates from midnight 
to 8 a.m. would be abolished. 
The adv isability 
of elimination of 
this 
shift might well be questioned. The mid­ 
night to 8 a.m. hours are v ital for tight and 
effectiv e criminal work, f ’rime and the ac­ 
tiv ities of criminals do not cease at mid­ 
night. 
The hours from midnight to 8 a.m. would 
be filled by a traffic div ision shift with a 
__________________ 
commi.ssioned officer in 
charge. 
But a 
man 
trained and education in 
f - n n n n t f ill 
in for a qualified crim ­ 
inal inv estigator. A ho.st of cases could be 
eited ill which criminal work done between 
midnight and 8 a.m. meant the difference 
between p rev ention and commission of a 
major crime. To be sure, it is a function 
of the (hty Council to designate the ov er-all 
organization of the I’oUce Dep artment. 
But in this case, it miglit be most worth­ 
while for the Council to take another long 
look at what is being done. 
The Council 
.should also keep in mind for the near future 
that, while reorganization is adv isable, it is 
going to hav e to be followed quickly with 
salary increases and more p ersonnel.

IFs Lilac Time 
it’s lilac time in Lincoln again. T h e 
fragrance of the blossoms fills the air. The 
billowy abundance delights the eye. 
No community can claim a corner on 
lilacs. They are to sp ring flowers what rob­ 
ins are to birdlife, ubiquitous, univ er.sal, al­ 
ways welcome and always beautiful. But 
Lincoln can boast that it has made es­ 
p ecially good use of them and has become 
a distinguished city bt'cause of tliem. 
indeed, Lincoln has di.stingui.shed itself in 
all matter of natural beauty. Its forsythia, 
magnolia, red bud, and flowering crab an­ 
nounce the sp ring. Its beautiful p in oaks 
bring dowm the curtain on early winter, 
standing out like the red embers of a dying 
lire. 


We recall not long ago showing a neighbor 
colored slides of the nation’s adv ertised 
beauty sp ots, the p alms and flowers of a 
p arked residential street in F^hoenix, a m a­ 
rine scene on the gulf, another shot in the 
env irons of the Bellibgrath gardens only a 
few miles from there, a v iew of the flower­ 
ing dogwood in the Ozarks. He exclaimed, 
“ 1 wish we could hav e beauty like that in 
Nebraska.” 
Then we handed liim another slide. He 
studied it for a long time. “That’s the most 
b(‘auliful of all. Where did you find such 
p in oaks?” he asked. 
“ Right ov er on I) street last fall,” we 
rep lied. 


The Great Responsibility 
Moscow has announced that its t h i r d 
Sp utnik has gone into orbiL I t is the erst- 
while giant of the sky weighing a ton and a 
half and measuring 11.9 feet at the ba.se. It 
joins the constellation of two small orbiting 
bodies of the United States. 
There is no inclination on the p art of 
America to disp ute either Russia’s an­ 
nouncement or its descrip tion of the latest 
Sp utnik. Russia has already demonstrated 
Its ability to p ut a sp ace object in orbit and 
the United States has demonstrated that it, 
too, can p erform the feat. 
What has been demonstrated is what was 
demonstrated months ago, namely 
t h a t 
Russia and the United States hav e out­ 


strip p ed the world and stand isolated. The 
great resp on.sibility for p reserv ing civ iliza­ 
tion rests with them. There must be great 
anxiety among all the rest who are not nu­ 
clear p owers. There is little real sov ereignty 
left to them. Nev er were so many liv ing 
at the .sufference of so few nor nev er were 
so many subject to the whim or judicious 
action of two sup er p owers. 
What is needed now is not more and 
bigger earth satellites, but a new and God 
giv en sense of resp onsibility on the p art of 
the v ery few' men who sp eak and act for 
the two great angry countries. The situa­ 
tion calls for acts of faith .so clear that the 
world does not rev ert to the jungle through 
univ ersal fear. 


Wants And Abilities 
There is one question that was not asked 
in a surv ey of the area around North Platte 
in regard to the desirability of establish­ 
ment there of a Univ ersity of Nebraska ex­ 
tension center. The surv ey, conducted by 
Dr. Rosalie Farley of the Univ ersity’s Ex­ 
tension Serv ice, showed that a large major­ 
ity of p ersons queried were in fav or of the 
extension center. 
This is not difficult to understand as it 
would p lace at least first-year college facili­ 
ties much closer to a substantial number of 
p eop le. There is little doubt that such a 
p rogram would be well receiv ed in the area 
and that many students would av ail them­ 
selv es of the serv ice. Among these students 
would be many who, otherw ise, would obtain 
no education beyond the high school lev el. 
These things are all good and hardly ev en 
op en to debate. But also of imp ortance is 
the question of money. To be sure, there 
would be tuition from the students and the 
p rogram would be a co-op erativ e v enture 
between the univ ersity and North Platte. 
It is doubtful, how'ev er, if the p lan could be 
realized without some increase in the tax 
lev y. The surv ey should hav e asked if these 
p eop le would fav or whatev er tax increase 
might p ossibly be needed to p ut the p rogram 
into op eration.

Univ ersity exp ansion is fine and any relief 
that could be p rov ided for the ov ertaxed 
facilities m Lincoln would be welcome. But 
it would seem adv isable for Nebraska to 
decide first where it wants to go with edu­ 
cation and how much its objectiv es would 
cost. It should then decide if it believ es the 
p rogram to be worth the chip s. Little will 
be gained by exp an.sion which merely leads 
to a sp irited battle with the State Legisla­ 
ture ev ery two years ov er a growing budget 
for the univ ersity.

In the election that comes 
lip eight days hence t h e y 
will hav e to surv iv e a bat­ 
tle between so many sp linter 
p arties that the uninitiated 
who tries to slide down the 
cellar door of Italian p olitics 
is likely to get his backside 
badly p erforated. 
The Italian v oting system 
also leans so far backward 
to giv e a break to the little 
p arlies that the two big p ar­ 
ties—the Chrisian D e m o- 
crats and the Communists— 
hav e to win about 800,000 
more v otes each ov er 19 53 
merely to hold their p resent 
strength in p arliament. It’s 
a v oting .system in w h i c h 
_ev ery group and shade of 
p ublic op inion gets rep resent­ 
ed and w'liere ev eryone is 
required to v ote. 
The p enalty, if you don’t 
v ote, is to hav e the unp a­ 
triotic words “ He did n o t 
v ote” marked on docunieids 
you may require from the 
gov ernment in the future. 
A confusing array of 15 dif­ 
ferent p olitical p arties will 
confront the Italian v 
o t e r 
when he walks into the p olls 
next Sunday, all rep resented 
by symbols—the cross for the 
Christian 
Democrats, 
t h e 
hamm er and sickle for the 
Communists, Iv y for tlie Re­ 
p ublicans, lions for the Mon­ 
archists. Some of these p ar­ 
ties are led by ardent cham- 


p ions of the United States 
such as Randolfo Pacciardi, 
former minister of defense 
and head of the Rep ublicans, 
who worked for the Interna­ 
tional Ladies Garment Work­ 
ers in New York while exiled 
from Mussolini. 
Then there’s Giov anni Mal- 
agodi, born in the U n i t e d 
States, a banker and busi­ 
nessman who leads the Lib­ 
eral p arty and who has made 
more sp eeches than any oth­ 
er candidate. Giusep p e Sara- 
gat, head of the Social Demo­ 
crats, is another unfailing 
friend of the United States. 
These 
indep endent 
p arties 
may hold 
the balance 
of 
p ower after the returns are 
counted May 25. 


But basically this election 
boils down to a struggle be­ 
tween the Christian Demo­ 
crat p arty, which has t h e 
sup p ort of the Vatican and

States, and the Communists,

anti United States. 
The amazing thing about 
this election, to an outsider,

This beautiful hymn of thanksgiv ing was 
written in 1856 by an English clergyman, the 
Rev . Dr. George Edward Lynch Cotton. It 
was p ublished during the same year in a col­ 
lection of “Hymns For Use In The Chap el Of 
Marlborough College,” a school where the 
hymnist was serv ing at the time as head 
master. 
Dr. Cotton wrote many other religious 
songs and p oems but his thanksgiv ing v erses 
are the only ones that hav e liv ed to see 
twentieth century p op ularity. 
Born at Chester, England on October 29 , 
1813, George Cotton was educated at Cam­ 
bridge Univ ersity and was graduated from that 
school in 1836. Fo r a time he serv ed as head
